Egyptian  (Pima)  cotton  during  the  month  of  December  as  1,820  bales  of 
500  pounds  gross  weight,  compared  with  1,764  bales  in  November  and 
1,966  bales  in  October.

It  is  now  obvious  that  the  Sakel  and  Maarad  crops  of  this 
year  have  given  an  abundance  of  the  higher  grades,  cotton  below 
Fully  Good  Fair  is  difficult  to  find.     On  the  other  hand,  Giza  7 
has  been  found  a  medium  crop,  wealthy  in  the  medium  to  lower 
classes  and  short  of  the  better  grades. 

In  Uppers  the  top  grades  continue  very  scarce  and  the  greater 
bulk  of  the  crop,  composed  of  medium  qualities,  has  been  found 
more  leafy  than  last  season. 

The  Zagora  crop  is  about  normal  with  previous  seasons.

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  January  4,  1936,  contains  the 
following  dispatch  from  the  Societe  Cotonniero  d'Egypte,  of  Alexandria, 
dated  December  19,  1935  - 

Land  preparations  have  commenced  or  are  being  planned  in 
Southern  Provinces  of  Upper  Egypt.     On  the  whole  native  farmers 
are  stated  to  have  benefited  well  this  year  from  the  sale  of  their 
cotton,  and,  although  prices  of  cereals  are  highly  remunerative, 
an  extension  of  the  cotton  acreage  rather  than  a  reduction  is 
expected,  unless  local  cotton  prices  meanwhile  decline  materially. 
With  regard  to  Lower  Egypt  it  is  highly  probable  that  the  Sakel 
acreage  will  be  further  reduced  in  favour  of  Guiza  7 .
